return. Fo rm 1040, and must be suppo rted 
in all cases with a statement (in Schedule 
Cl 
sho wing the circumstances, 
Lo sees 
fro m co rpo rate securities with interest 
co upo ns o r in registered fo rm, which be­

wo rthless 
during the 
year, and 
which are capital aascti, are sho wn in 
Schedule P. 
In all cases o f a deductio n fo r bad

payer must take reaso nable ateps to de­

Peterson of Lincoln is recorded as hav ing said this 


to a N ebraska unicam eral com m ittee last Friday: 


“Lincoln is no t 
a 'cruel city.’ 
It is entirely 


willing to set up a new ‘retirem ent system,* based 


on economic Justice. 
The p r^ e nt system itself is 


w rong for It perm its men to continue on the pay­ 


roll. able to obtain good paying positions else­ 


w here, w ithout serv ice. 
A firem an after 21 years 


serv ice now can retire a t 50 per cent of his pay 


at the age of 42 in good health and obtain another 


job at good pay and if he dies, his widow will 


receiv e the sam e allowance for life and on her 


death, the youngest child of th a t m arriage will 


receiv e this prov ision u ntil the age of 18 .

the pension system operates w ithout m onetary 


contribution tow ard it by the recipient.”

TN THIS kindly m eant, and sym pathetic fashion, 
it would seem, Senator Peterson has set forth 
briefly the disturbing factors which bother those 
who believ e in a sound, economic and ju st ‘retire­ 
m ent program ’ not only for m em bers of the L in­ 
coln fire departm ent, or the police departm ent, 
but for all city employes. 
They are not ov er­ 
paid in the public serv ice of this com m unity. For 
the most part they are paid on wage and salary 
schedules that w hich constitutes a liv ing, w ithout 
the fancy trim m ings. 
If they dev ote a lifetim e to 
public serv ice, the chances are th a t ev en habits 
of com mendable frugality, practices inspired by 
the univ ersal desire to put som ething aw ay for 
the ‘rainy days,’ will not enable them to accum u­ 
late much for old age. 
But any pension system under which 
a city 
employe can retire as he approaches the peak of 
his physical and m ental powers, as he mov es 
tow ard the prim e of life when he should be of 
the most useful serv ice, does v iolence to any 
popular conception of a sound pension serv ice, or 
a well and carefully thought out plan of ‘retire­ 
m ent pay.’

TN TIM E it only could operate to destroy itself. 
Its ultim ate results as its growing financial 
dem ands ate deeper and deeper into the tax 
rev enues of the city would be to arouse opposi­ 
tion am ong those who contribute through the pay­ 
m ent of taxes all of the moneys paid out in the 
form of pensions. 
T hat is the thing to be av oided 
in the interest both of the beneficiaries of pension, 
and the public which under the present pension 
law foots the entire bill. 
At the present time the firem an’s piension plan 
costs the city 
of Lincoln 
$40,672.44 
annually. 
T hat is approxim ately a third of the entire am ount 
set aside for m aintenance of the departm ent. When 
the 102 m em bers of the force, who hav e accrued 
rights under the present pension law, are retired, 
the cost to the city will be $110,000 annually. And 
w hen th a t point is reached, unless there is a 
change in the present restriction upon the am ount 
of taxes which can be lev ied for all purposes of 
city gov ernm ent in Lincoln, the sum required 
for firem an’s pensions then w ill fall just a little 
short of a ninth of all the m oney av ailable for 
city gov ernm ent.

rpH O SE sim ple figures suggest the seriousness 
of this problem . 
They do not project a hostility to a pension 
program , a coldness and an indifference tow ards 
faithful city employes, or a lack of interest in 
their w elfare—they m erely set forth th at there 
is a problem and a v ery big problem which should 
hav e the undiv ided interest of the people of Lin­ 
coln. There is som ething to be said for a just plan 
of ‘retirem ent pay’ cov ering all employes of the 
com m unity in the serv ice of the city gov ernm ent. 
T here is som ething to be said in support of the 
position th at ev ery sound program w ith a social 
objectiv e back of it, such as is em braced in any 
pension plan, should require contributions by the 
beneficiary. 
T here is som ething to be said also 
for continuance at his post of any recipient of a 
pension during those years w hen it is to be ex­ 
pected he can be of the greatest serv ice. 
This is the business of the people of Lincoln, 
and they m ust m ake it their business if it is to be 
solv ed and solv ed properly.

t THE end o f a two-day sea- 
fion—Saturday and Sunday 
—at which the pros and cons of 
imrious matters of state legisla­ 
tion were discusaed and acted 
upon, the members of the state 
program committee on legisla­ 
tion went on record as favoring 
several bills which are of vital 
interest to children and child 
care. 
Paramount among the m at­ 
ters which came to the com­ 
m ittee's attention was the bill 
to provide standards of care of 
children in boarding houses and 
day care centers. 
It was the opinion of this 
committee that these standards 
should be uniform throughout 
the state and enforced by cer­ 
tified investigators and that all 
commercial homes for children 
should be licensed. 
Other bills on which the Ne­ 
braska congress is working for 
the promotion of the social well­ 
being, the health, and educa­ 
tion of children and y outh are: 
LB 329 , a bUl to modernize 
present adoption laws and to 
provide better legal and social 
safeguards for children who are 
adopted and for the adoptive 
parents.

A fter eight days in which nary 
a can of 
fruits or vegetab les 
could b e sold legally anyw here in 
the United States, rationed sales 
b egan. 
Officials sat b ack to hear the 
m oans of housewives and clerks, 
regarded as inevitab le at least for 
a few days until people get used 
to the “point system .” 
To help lessen the confusion, 
an estim ated 1,000,000 specially 
trained volunteers stand ready in 
nearly every 
c o m m u n i t y to 
answ er questions and help out 
generally. Stores were invited to 
call local w ar b oards or cham ­ 
b ers of commerce to get such a 
trained “answ erer” to come and 
help out right in the store. 
Can’t Giv e Change. 
To housewives, OPA’s rationing 
adm inistrator, Paul M. O’Leary, 
suggested a half hour’s study of 
her shopping list and the point 
value chart b efore leaving the 
house. The real trick of “point 
rationing” is for each m em b er to 
figure out, considering the point 
values of each item, just w hat 
he w ants to get w ith his 48 
points per person during M arch— 
to space purchases so that points 
w ill b e left for m onth-end needs 
—to use high point coupons first 
so that at the end of the month 
It w ill b e easier to add up com­ 
b inations of sm all point coupons 
w ithout needing change (grocers 
cannot give change in coupons.) 
Don’t Use Red Stamps. 
O rdering m ay still b e done b y 
telephone and coupons given to 
delivery b oys.
